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EXAMINER'S REASONS for ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record, namely the Cohen and Lesser references, 
suggests filters for treating tobacco smoke which contain at least one metal/iron 
phthalocyanine and at least one polycationic polymer, such as polyethyleneimine or 
polymethacrylate. However, the art does not teach or reasonably suggest a tobacco 
smoke filter, or a method of making same, wherein: 

in the method of making such a filter, said filter comprises paper made of 
pulp, and the method comprises adding the polycationic polymer to the 
pulp before the pulp is laid onto paper making screen, or 
the filter has three segments, wherein the first segment comprises the 
metal phthalocyanine, but is free of polycationic polymer; the second 
segment comprises both the metal phthalocyanine and polycationic 
polymer; and the third segment comprises polycationic polymer, but is 
free of metal phthalocyanine, or 

the polycationic polymer is selected from the group consisting of 
poly(propyleneimine), polyvinylamine, poly(2-ethylaziridine), poly(2,2- 
dimethylaziridine), and poly(2,2-dimethyl-3-n-propylaziridine), or 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
